School bells will not chime in 
Grayling—there are na belle to 
chime—but nevertheless the doors 
will swing open next Monday as 
the youth of Grayling go back to 
face the nine and a half months 
that make up the school year, 

The activity for both the high 
schovl and grades opens at 8:30. 
The high school wil assemble in 
the study hall to receive seat as- 
signments and necessary inetruc- 
tions. The advance enrollment of 
last June has been Ohoroughiy 
checked and the class rolis made 
up. No one not enrolled can be 
admitted to classes until they 
have officially been entered. Ciaas- 
es will meet full time on Tuesday, 
the balance of Monday being used 
for purchase of supplies and final 
adjustment of problems as to 
classification and enrollment. The 
stock room will be open through- 
out the day. 

The grades will meet at 8:30 
algo in their new rooms, and will 
return at 1:00 again. They also 
will be given an opportunity to 
purchase supplies at the stock 
room. Organization of the teach- 
er routine will be fitted into an 
already busy day. Immediate 
starting of class-room work end 
elimination of confusion is the ob- 
jective. 

It is easy to open the doors of 
the school, but a lot of prepara- 
tion must go on previously. The 
building has been made shipshape 
and clean, Supplies have been un- 
packed and checked. Schedules 
have been arranged, each student’s 
pregram gone over. And in addi- 
tien there is the highly important 
matter of the faculty, which brings 
into every community its largest 
organization of college trained 
people. Five changes have been 
made in the local staff, with 
seventeen members on hand to 
open, the same as last year. Great 
eare has been exercised in the 
selections made for the local 
system—tare as to personality 
and preparation and se persenct.

At ieast four parties will be on 
the November baliot as the depart- 
ment has been notified by officials 
of the Socialist and Farmer-Labor 
parties that they will have candi- 
dates for state and congressional 
offices. One or two other parties 
may secure places on the ballot 
with pattially-filled tickets, it is 
believed.

Kills Self By Acedent 


Charles Floeter, age 16 years, 
aon of William J. Ficeter of South 
Branch township was found dead 
late yesterday afternoon in the 
woods in the rear of his father’s 
farm home with a gun wound in 
his left side above the thigh 

The boy had not been seen since 
Tuesday morning, but the family 
was not alarmed, for they thought 
he had gone to school as usual 
and when he did not return home 
Tuesday night decided that he 
had probably stayed with some 
friend in Roscommon, as the 
distance to walk is 7% miles to 
school. About 4:00 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon, Ernest Sebring, 
a: neighbor, whe was helping Mr. 
Floeter with some work came 
across his body in the woods, It 
was found about 250 feet from 
the farmhouse in a clump of bush- 
es and old wire over which he 
must have been climbing when 
the 12-gauge shotgun which was 
found near him must have ac- 
cidentally discharged, 

While doing his chores Tuesday 
morning he had evidently seen 
some woodchucka and had gone 
back to oe honse:a5a. eo) gun, 
as a col [ 0 +: F@ WOond 0 
lie nearby. It was thought he 
had been dead about 48 hours 
when found. 

Surviving besides the father 
are three brothers and ‘yo sis- 
ters, William, Harold, Grace, 
Edith and Edwin, all at home. 


The mother passed away about 6 
years ago. This is a very sad oc- 
currence and Mr. Floeter and fem- 
ily have the sympathy of all in 
their misfortune.

Duck Hunting Season 
Oct. 3 To Nov. 11 


If the final recommendations of 
the Bureau of Bivlogical Survey 
are accepted by Prezident Roose- 
velt, Michigan hunters will have 
to observe a staggered 30-day 
open séason on migratery water- 
fowl beginning in both peninsulas 
on Oct. 3 and ending Nov. 11 
with no lawful hunting of water- 
fowl on Mondays and Tuesdays 
during this pertad, 

This is the latest word received 
by the State Department of Can- 
servation from the Bureau of Bio- 
logical Survey at Washington. 

The recommendation of the 
Michigan Congervation Commis- 
sion, which had been submitted to 
Washington after careful delibera- 
tion, was for a continuous 30-day 
open season beginning Oct. 1 in 
the upper peninsula and Oct. 16 in 
the lower peninsula. 

According to a message receiv- 
ed from J. N. Darling, chief of 
the Biological Survey, the Com- 
mission’s recommendations were 
not accepted, the federal bureau 
instructing the Department to 
establish the staggered day plan 
with Wednesdays, Thursdays, Fri- 
days, Saturdays and Sundays of 
each week from Oct. 8 to Nov. 11 
open to waterfowl hunting.
